SAN FRANCISCO. June 11 
(U.R)— The Japanese hotiEC of 
reprcsentativo.i Monday night 
(Tokyo time) passed a war- 
time emergency bill grantinff 
virtuni dictatorial power to 
Premier Kantaro Suzuki and 
surrEiiding' the diet's powers 
nnd prerosrotive-s. The bill now 
goes to the house of peers, 

Tokyo radio said the upper 
hotisQ would approve the bill. 

After coneiderable debate 
in the house of representa- 
tives, article four of the bill 
was revised to provide that 
the Rovernniont should advise 
the diet's wartime emcr((eney 
committee of any emerECncy 
acta it hag decreed. 

Article four now reads: 
"The fiovemment shall confer 
with the wartime emetBcncy I 
jurcs committee before taking 
portant steps, and If the eo> 
ent should omit this procedure 
■irn (Ircumatancea .-ihall require Its 
;llon. It Ehall report to the said 
commlltee artcnvords." 

Tlie revision apparently was a 
face -saving gesture tor the diet. In 
cffecl. It mcnnt that tlie govern- 
ment was expected merely to Inform 
dltl commltleo ot any emer- 
gency acUon It planned to take or 
actually had taken.

NO CUTBACK IN RESEARCH 

The cutback In airplane production la wel- 
come, bringing as It docs an estimated saving 
ot S4,000,OOO,00O in the construction of 17,000 
alrcnvEt, and a sizable but gradual return of 
aviation's tremendom labor force to the civil- 
ian Job market. 

This Is a preview oi what will happen Im- 
medlalely alter V-J day In aviation and other 
■war production Industries under Section 202 
of the War Mobilization and Reconversion 
act, But it also raises the question ot what 
will happen then to aviation's research and 
development program. 

Section 20a states: '■Any contracting 
agency shall terminate prime contracts lor 
war production whenever, In the opinion of 
the agency, the performance under such con- 
tracts will not be needed for the prosecution 
of the war, and shall not continue perform- 
ance under such contracts merely for the pur- 
pose ot providing business and employment." 

Then comes the phrase on which the ques- 
tion rests: ". . . unless the olflco of war mobil- 
ization and reconversion finds that the con- 
tinuation of some or all of the work In process 
under such contracts will benefit the gov- 
ernment." 

The phrase's Interpretation is a matter of 
personal opinion. There Is no clear definition 
ol the late of the aviation development now 
In progress, not only for the Pacific war but 
lor the future. What becomes of research Into 
Jet propulsion, guided missiles and other de- 
velopments when the war ends? At present 
there Is no agreement and no answer. 

Zt Bccms to us that there should be both. 
When the first German jet plane and the first 
robot bomb appeared In the European skies 
they put the mighty allied air fleets In the 
obsolescent class. The fact that the number 
and power of those fleets retarded full use of 
new air weapons In Europe and will probably 
pruvent their use by the Japs does not mean 
thtt their military days are not numbered. 

We may hope that there wll! be no military 
need for these air weapons In the future. Wo 
must work to make that hope a reality. But at 
the same time we cannot afford to repeat our 
costly aviation errors of the period following 
the last war. 

That means that we cannot wait for some 
luture day to think about aviation research. 
Rather we need a long-range continuing re- 
search program carried on by the aviation 
industry's present engineering teams, and 
made possible by congressional authorization 
ol the army and navy to direct and finance 
such a program.

Perhapi It waa Soviet tponiorshlp 
that cauHd the reaction, lor the doctrine waA viewed 
az an alien creed, tainted with Marxism, nothing for 
the lound itateiiman ol the weatem world to set 
involTtd In- 

Hov all the world haa learned (he painful levon, 
at a tremendoiu cost. It tits leerned the common- 
eeme ieaaa that peace IS Indivisible, that any v.'nr 
la a threat to im all. That Is what the Ban Francbco 
conference la about — the creation ot machinery to pre- 
vent thoie little wars, those feuds over Cccch and 
PoUih bordorji, lest they grow Into world caUsiiophes. 

Tht Indivisibility ol peace Is the key to a secure 
future for the world. It would be a mistake lo con- 
iildir It a purely Rtuslan idea because of Uic Soviet 
Unloa's early emphasis on the theme. It Is ai Amer- 
ican u BtQ Franklin, who said, "We must hung to- 
gqthit or we will alt hang separately."
